OBITUARY 


Mr. Louis F. Prevost, City Engineer of Lima, 0O., died 
suddenly in that city on March 12, aged 41 years. Mr 
Prevost was born in Pennsylvania, and had practiced in 
engineering in Lima about 12 years He was serving 
his second term as City Engineer at the time of bis death 

Mr. Charles J. Schultz, founder of the Schultz Bridg 
Iron Company, now part of the American Bridge Co., 
died in Pittsburg, Pa., on April 13. Mr. Schultz was born 
in Germany and was educated in that country as a civil 
engineer. He later studied architecture in Copenhagen 
He came to this country in 1849, and secured a position as 
draftsman. Later he went to Cincinnati and entered 
the employ of the McCallum Bridge Co. While with this 
company he designed a great many wooden bridges. The 
iron and bolts for these structures could not be obtained 
rapidly enough, so he started a bolt factory of his own in 
what is now the south side of Pittsburg, in 1856. The 
plant became a flourishing industry and was extended 
largely. Finally the Schultz Bridge & Iron Co. was or- 
ganized and the present plant at McKees Rocks built. Mr. 
Schultz retired several years ago, leaving the business to 
his sons. 

Mr. George Coppell, senior member of the firm of Mait- 
land, Coppell & Co., of New York city, died last week at 
his home in that city. He was born in England 64 years 
ago, and came to this country at an early age. He be- 
came connected with the firm of Maitland, Phelps & Co 
about 30 years ago. In 1886 Mr. Coppell became senior 
member of that firm, and ten years later the name was 
changed to Maitland, Coppell & Co. Mr. Coppell has been 
closely identified with the management and reorganization 
of many important railroads. He had been for years 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Ry., and was Chairman of the Reorganization 
Committee of the Denver & Rio Grande, the Norfolk & 
Western, the Wheeling & Lake Erie, and the Wisconsin 
Central R. R. companies. He was a Director and Trustee 
in many financial and industrial corporations, among 
which are the Metropolitan Trust Co., the Mercantile Trust 
Co., the Atlantic Mutual Insurance Co., the Rapid Transit 
Subway Construction Co., the Western Union Telegraph 
Co., Vice-President of the McKenna Sieel Working Co., 
President of the Railway Equipment Co., Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Wisconsin Central Railway Co., 
Director of the Audit Co., the Denver & Rio Grande Ry. 
Co., the American Car & Foundry Co. and several others 

Mr. Richard Pennefather Rothwell, Editor of the ‘‘Engi- 
neering and Mining Journal,’’ of New York, and a mining 
engineer of wide experience, died on April 17, of cancer 
of the stomach. Mr.° Rothwell was born at Ingersoll, On- 
tario, Canada, May 1, 1837, and was educated at Trinity 
College, Toronto. He then took a course in civil engi- 
neering at the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, and gradu- 
ated in 1858; took a tree-year course at the Imperial 
School of Mines at Paris, and in 1861 entered the Mining 
Academy at Freiberg, Saxony. In 1862 he was in the em- 
ploy of W. T. Henley, of North Woolwich, London, manu- 
facturer of cable and wire rope; but he returned to 
America in 1864 and began work as a mining engineer 
in the anthracite region of Pennsylvania, at Eckley, 
Drifton and Wilkesbarre. During this time he designed 
and built one of the largest wire rope plants in the world, 
for the Hazard Manufacturing Co.; and in 1869 he com- 
pleted the first important contour map of the highly folded 
anthracite strata of the Panther Creek Valley, for the 
Lehigh Coal & Navigation Co. Later, Mr. Rothwell made 
complete surveys and contour maps of about 200 sq. 
miles of the Wyoming Valley coal field, work which 
has been adopted by the Pennsylvania and the U. 
S. Geological Surveys. In 1873 Mr. Rothwell’s prac- 
tice as a consulting mining engineer was so large 
that’ he removed to New York, and there estab- 
lished his headquarters, and very soon after this he 
acquired an interest in ‘‘The Engineering and Mining 
Journal,”’ of that city, and he held the position of Editor 
and General Manager of that publication until his death; 
the ownership of this journal was some time ago merged 
into the Scientific Publishing Ce., of which Mr. Rothwell 
was President. Under the management of Mr. Rothwell 
this paper became one of the leading mining and metal- 
lurgical journals of the world; his company published 
many valuable books relating to metallurgy and mining; 
and in 1892 he began the publication of ‘‘The Mineral In- 
dustry, its Statistics, Technology and Trade,"’ a cyclo- 
paedia of mining, metallurgy and industrial chemistry, 
one volume of which is published annually. In 1871 Mr. 
Rothwell organized the American Institute of Mining En- 
gineers, at Wilkesbarre, Pa., and in 1882 he was President 
of that Society. He was a member of the Societe des 
l’Industrie Minerale and the Geological Society, of France; 
an Honorary Member of the Institution of Mining and 
Metallurgy, of London, and of the Australian Institute of 
Mining Engineers, New South Wales; he was a Fellow of 
the Geological Society of London and a member of the 
Imperial Institute, the Royal Statistical Society, the 


Federated Institute of Mining Engineers, and the Society 
of Chemical Industry, all of Great Britain. He was a 
member of the American Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Statistical Association, :.he American Trade Presa 
Association and the New England Free Trade League. He 
was also a member of the Lotos, Reform, Hardware 
Larchmont Yacht and New York Press Clubs. Mr. Roth 
well had charge of the statistics of gold and silver for the 
U. S. Census of 1890, and he was awarded a gold meda! 
at the Paris Exposition of 1900 for his annual publication 
Mineral Industry."’
